Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

Claims 37, 38, 40, and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Pat. 4835351 (US'351). 

Referring to Fig. 2 and col. 2, line 60, through col. 3, line 39, US'351 discloses a 
fan 30 producing an air stream which passes through a baffle assembly comprising 
plate 44 with holes 46, and then to a heated water source. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US'351 
in view of U.S. Pat. Appl. 2002/0005686 (USA'686). 

The claim differs from US'351 only in calling for portability. USA'686 discloses 
means 32 to make an oven portable. It would have been obvious adapt the wheels of 
USA'686 to the oven of US'351 to allow convenient moving of the oven.
